S. S. CHADHA, J. — The election of Shri Charanjit Singh 
tthc respondent) the returned candidate to the Lok Sabha 
from South Delhi Parliamentary Constituency at the last 
general elections of the Parliamentary constituencies held 
in January, 1980 has been called in question in this election 
petition by Shri Subhash Aiya. The election petition under 
Section 81 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 
thereinafter called the Act) was filed on February 20, 1980 
for declaring the election of the respondent void on the 
grounds specified under Section lOO(lVa), 10(li,l)(dKi), 100 
(IKdKiii) and 100(l)(d)(iv) of the Act. 

After the receipt of the pleadings of the patties the 
following issues were framed on May 7, 1980 ; — 

‘■1. Whether the petitioner is an elector of iJio South 
Delhi Parliamentary Consliiuency and thus compe- 
tent to present this election petition ? O.P.P. 
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2 Whether the allegations ol improper reception of 
votes contained in para 10 (xli) of the election 
petition lack in material paiticitlnrs 7 If so, to what 
effect '? O.P.R. 

3. Whether the nomination paper of the respondent win. 

impropcrlj accepted by the Returning Officer ? 
O.P.P. 

4. If issue No. 3 is held in favour of the petitioner, 

whether the lesult of the election in so far ps it 
concerns the returned candidate, has not been 
matccitilly affected ? O.P.R, 

5. Whether on the date of hia election, the respondent 

was not qualified to he chosen to fill the scat under 
the Representation of People Act, 1951 inasmuch 
ns the respondent was not an doctor for the South 
Delhi Parliamentary Constituency or for any other 
Parliamentary Constituency as alleged in para 10 
of the election petition ? O.p.p. 

6. 3Vhether the election of the respondent is liable to 

be declared void as a result thereof under Section 
lOOdXa) ? O.P.P. 

7 Whether there was any improper reception of votes ? 
O.P.P, 

8. If issue No. 7 is held in favour of the petitioner 

whether the resall of the election, in so far as 
it concents the returned candidate, has been materially 
affected and thus the deciion of the respondent 
is liable to be declared vn’d tinder Section 100(1) 
(d)fiii). 

9. Relief. 

Issues Nos. 1 and 2 were treated as p'-iliniinaiy issues .ind 
it was direi led that Issues Nos, 7 and 8 would arise for 
dcterminalion on the decision of Issue No. 2. Issues Nos. 1 
and 2 vt^ere determined by the judgment dated July 21, 
1980. Issue No. 1 was decided in favour of the petitioner. 
Issue No. 2 was held in favour of the respondent and against 
the petitioner. The petitioner was called upon to furnish 

further and better particulars of the allegations contained 
in para 10 fxiil by making it full, more detailed and more 
informative as indicnied in the judgment. Mr. R. P. Bansal, 
the learned counsel for the petitioner, however, by his state- 
ment made on August 4, 1980 gave up the pleas which are 

subject matter of Issues Nos. 7 .and 8. Essttes Nos. 7 and 8 

thus did nor survive for the trial and disposal of the election 
Petition. The election petition was put for trial on Issues 

Nos. 3 to 6 and Issue No. 9. 

Issues Nos. 3 and S 

Issues Nos. 3 and 5 arc inter-connected. The plea con- 
t.ained in the election petition is that the respondent was not 
an elector for the Parliamentary constituency in dispute or 
for any other Parilamenlary constituency and as such he 
did not fulfil the qualification for membership of the Hoiwc 
of the People. The material facts on which this plea is 
based .are stated in para 10 of the election petition in these 
words. The Representation of the People Act, 1950 makes 
piOM'sion for preparation of electoral rolls and matters 
connected therewith. Section 21 dc,als with the preparation 
and revision of electoral rolls. The election in dispute was 
11 mid-term election necessitated by dissolution of Parliament 
by the Pre.sidcnt, The electoral rolls were revised as re- 
quired under Section 21 in respect of the constituency in 
dispute. In the revision based on spot enquiries and vari- 
fication, names of voters were added and deleted according 
to 'fads. Names of voters added and deleted were properly 
civen and published in the relevant electoral list. The relevant 
elcctoial list in this eonlexl is Pari 51 of South Delhi Parlia- 
mentary Constituency. It is then stated in sitb-paras (v) to 
I vii) - 

“(v) After spot verification and enquiries the name of 
the respondent was deleted from the list of electors 
as contained in part 51 of the electoral toll. This 
was done by the concerned Electoral Regis- 
tration Officer in exercise of his powers under 
Section 21 of the RP. Act, 1950 Names of 
persons .appearing from serial No. 70 to 81 in part 
No. 51 of the cleeioral roll pertaining to the 


Parliamentary constituency in dispute were deleted. 
At serial No. "'0 the name of Nand Lai figured and 
at scri.il No. 81 the n.imc of Matbar Singh appeared. 
Names of persons commencing ft om the name of 
Nand Lul to the name of Matbar Singh were deleted 
from the L'st of electors, both name inclusive. 
Name of the lespondent appeared at serial No. 74 
in Pai't 51 of the South Delhi Parliamentary Consti- 
tuency electoral roll, Thus the name of the res- 
pondent stood deleted from the said elcctoial loll. 
The electoral roll with these additions find dele- 
tions and concctions was duly notified as required 
under Ifiw. It was open to inspection by public. 
Such a list with amendments including additions, 
deletions and other corrections was a printed one. 

Ivi) The list as referred to above was published finally 
after inviting claims and objections for inclusion or 
deletion and corrections and decisions on such 
claims and objections. 

(vii) In rile cxeicise of his powers under Rule 18, 20, 21 
anti 21-A of the Registration of Elector's Rule.s. 
1960, n.imes of electors were added to part 51 and 
other amendments including deletions and corrections 
in part 51 of the electoral roll pertaining to the 
parliamcnlaiy constituency in dispute were carried 
out and published finally (Seiial No. 2156 to 2335). 
In this list also the names of the respondent did 
not figure”. 

It is ihcteafter pleaded that the respondent did not make 
any application in accordance with law or otherwise for 
inclusion of his name at serial No. 74 in the relevant pait 
of the electoral roll. The plea furlher is that the re.spondcnt 
in collusion with some members of Ihe staff in the office of 
the Electoral Registration Officer rat one errata printed to 
include and add his name in the electoral list iinauthoriscdly 
and illegally after the final publication of the electoral roll 
and on the basis thereof sought lo he considered as an elector 
in the Parliamentary eonstiutcncy in dispute. It is further 
RUbniillcd that legally Ihe Hindi version of electoral list is 
Oonsidcred authentic and it pievails over the version in 
English or other language and the position explained above 
is with reference to Hindi version. 

The respondent in his written stateineni had denied that he 
wfis not an elector for the parliamentary constituency in dis- 
pute or that he did not fulfil the qualifications for member.ship 
of the House of the People. Sub-para (v) of para 10 of the 
wrillcn statement i.s in these words : — 

“With reference In siib-para tv), the respondent denies 
th.it after spot verification and enquiries, the name 
of the respondent was deleted from the list of 
electors .as contained in Part 51 of the electoral 
roll. The respondent has been an elector and con- 
tinuously residing at the same place for about 20 
ye.aib. The respondent contested the parliamentary 
General Election in 1977 as a voter shown at the 
same place in the Electoral Rolls, There was no 
question of election of his name from the Electoral 
Rolls and no deletion was done ns alleged. More- 
over, no spot verification or enquiries could ever 
h.ivc indicated that the respondent was not residing 
at his ordinary place of residence. The respondent 
denies that alleged omEsion was done by the con- 
cerned electoral registration officer in exercise of 
his powers u/s 2l of the R.P. Act, 1950, The res- 
pondent denies that the names of persons appearing 
from serial No. 70 lo 81 in Part No. 51 of the 
Electoral Roll pertaining to the Parliamentary Cons- 
tituency in di^pulc were deleted. The respondent 
submits that only the n.ames appearing rt serial No. 
70 and 81 were deleted. The respondent .submits that 
at Sr. No. 70 the name of Shri Nand Eal appeared 
and at Sr. No. 81, the name of Matbar Singh appea- 
red. The respondent says, that the respondent’s name 
appeared at Sr. No, 74 his wife’s name appeared at 
Sr. No. 75, his brothel’s name appealed a’ Sr, No. 72 
.and his nephew’s name appeared at Sr. No. 73. All 
these members of the family hav'e been rcsftling nt 
the same place and their names vveie not at all dele- 
ted. The respondent denies ih.it the respondent’s 
name stood deleted ^ from the s.iid electoral 
roll. The respondent denies that the electoral roll 
with alleged deletion of the respondent’s name was 
duly notified as required under Jaw. The respondent 
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•s^ysi that the electoral rolls was open to inspection 
by public, and that he had caused inspection to be 
taken o£ the English roll and it clearly included his 
name." 

I he acceptance of the nomination paper of the respondent 
by the Returning Olliccr is pleaded as improper on the ground 
that tile icsporidciit yas not an ele.toi at tfle mat,iial 

time. The averment is that the nomination paper was 
accepted by the Returning Ofiicer inspite of the objections 
raised against the same. Before the Returning Officer a certi- 
fied copy of the relevant entry at serial No. 74 of Part 51 of 
the electoral roll in bnglish for South Delhi Parliamentary 
Conititucncy was presented and lhat itself was confide ed .is 
concltisivc evidence of Ihe fact that the respondent was an 
elector fiom this constituency in view of the piovisions of 
sub-section (7) of section 36 of the Act. The stand is Ihut 
the certified copy of an entry in the electoral roll is conclu- 
sive evidence of the fact that the person referred to in that 

entiy is an elector for that constituency is only for the 

purposes of Section 36 of the Act for scrutiny of nominations, 
it is not conclusive csidciice at the iiul if ar cT-fi .r , ii 
lion. The improper acceptance of the nomination paper of 
the respndent is subject matter of Issue No. 3. The pica 
whether the respondent was an elector is subject matter of 
Issue No, 5. 

It is apposite to refer to some statutory provisions before 
considering the evidence. Article 84 of the Constitution of 
India provides the qualification for membership of Parliament. 
A person is not qualified to be chosen to till a seat in Parlia- 
ment unless he, inter alia, possesses such other qualifications 
as may be prescribed in that behalf by or under any law made 
by Parliament, The Parliament has enacted the Act to 
provide for the conduct of elections to the House of Parlia* 
ment and to the House or House of Legislature of each State, 
the qualifications and disqualifications of membership of those 
Houses, the corrupt praclices and other offences at or in 
connection with such elections and the decisions of doubts 
and disputes arising om of or in connection with such elec- 
tions, Under Section 4 of the Act, a person shall not be 
qualified to be chosen to fill a seal in tne House of People 
unless in case of unreserved scat, "he is an elector for any 
Parliamentary constituency". Hy virtue of definition con- 
tained In Section 2te), an "electoi" in relation to a consti- 
tuency means a pcisson whoso name is L'ltared in the electoral 
rolls of that constituency for the time being in force irnd 
who is not subject to ,my of the disqualifications mentioned 
in Section 16 of the Repiesenlation of the People Act, 1950 
(■hereinafter referred to as R.P. Act, 1950). The provisions 
relating to the preparation of clectoial rolls are contained in 
R.P. .Act 1950, Part TIB and Part III. The provisions of 
Part III apply in relation to every parilamentarv constituency 
in a Union Terriloiy not having any Legislative Assembly 
as they apply in relation to an assembly constituency. The 
disqualifications for registi alioii in an electoral roll aic 
contained in Section 16 of the R P. Act, 1950. If is not 
the petitioner’s case that the respondent suffers or has in- 
curred any disqualification. Section 21 of the R.P. Act, 1950 
provides for preparation and revision of electoral rolls. The 
electoral roll for each constituency has to be Prepared in the 
prescribed manner by reference to the qualifying date and 
comes into force Immcdiatelv upon its final publication in 
accordance with the rules made under that Act, A special 
re"isioii of the electoral rolls for any constituency can also 
be directed by the Election Commission. Corii.,ctioiis of 
entries in the electoral roll of Ihc constituency is in the 
manner provided in Section 22. Section 23 provides for the 
inclusion of names in electoral rolls, A person whose name 
is not included in the electoral roll of a constituency can 
annlv to the electoral registralion Officer for the inclusion 
of his name in lhat loll. The electoral regislralion officer 
is enioined. if sati.sficd that ihe applicant is entitled to be , 
rcgi‘lered in the electoral roll, to direct his mime to be 
included therein. No amendment. fraiispo>iiion or deletion 
of any entry can be made under Section 22 and no direction 
for the 'nclusion of a name in the clecforiil roll of a consti- 
tuenev can b» riven under 'Section 23 after the last date for 
making nomination for an election in that constituency or in 
the Parlirment roriti|i,„>nci' vvith.n whi.’h fh.it consiituency is 
comprised and before Ihe completion of that election. 

Uiiaer Section 21 of the RP \ct. 1050. me preparation 
md revision of electoral loIR h.is lo be in the pi escribed 
manner The Registtation of E,lectoi.il Rules, I960 prescribes 
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the piocedurc for the picpaiation of the electoral rolls. Under 
Rule 4, the roll for each constituency has to be prepared in 
such form and in such language or languages as the Election 
Commission may diicci. 'the electoral roll has to be divided 
into convenient parts. The information has to be supplied by 
occupants of dwelling houses m the constituency or any part 
thereof for the purpose of preparing the electoral roll. Rule 
10 provide*^ hat as soon as die roll for a constituency is 
ready, the registration olficcr shall publish it in dralt by 
making a copy thereof available for inspection and displaying 
a notice in Eorm 5 at the specified places and giving further 
publicity to the loll. The claims and objections aie then 
lodged in the form and manner laid down in Rules 13 and 
14. The claims and objections aie considered in the man- 
ner prescribed in Rules 15 to 20. Rule 21 provides for the 
inclusion of names inadvertantly omitted. Rule 21A provides 
for the deletion of names of dead electors and of pel sons who 
cease lo be, or aie not, ordinarily lesidcnts. The final publi- 
cation of the clectoriil rolls is in the manner piescribcd bv 
Rale 22. The Registration Officer is rcquiicd lo prepare 
a list of amendments to carry out his decisions under Rules 
18, 20, 21 and 21A and to correct any clerical or printing 
criors or othei inaccuracies .subsequently discoveicd in the 
roll and publish the loll, together with the list of amend- 
ments, hy making a complete copy thereof available for ins- 
pection and displaying a notice in Form 16 at his office. On 
such publication, the roll together widi the list of amendc- 
iiients is the electoral roll of the constituency. 

The petitioner summonoed four witnesses. E.W. 2 
Shri Chander Lai Aggarwal, an offici.il from Chief Electoral 
Office, Delhi brought the original elecloial roll pertaining 
to South Delhi Pailiamemaiy Consiituency including Part 51 
together with all additions, deletions and corrections in the 
electoral roll for election held in January, 1980. Copy of 
Ihe electoral toll in Hindi relating lo Part 51 was produced 
at the instance of the petitioner and is Ex. P\'V-2/l (20 sheets). 
The copy of the clectoriil roll in English relating to Patt 51 
was produced during the ctoss-examinalion and is Ex. P'W-2/2 
(20 sheets). The counsel for the respondent also got produced 
the original enumeration book relating to Kothi No. 9 of 
Friends Colony and is Ex. PW-2/3. P.'W, 3, Shri R. K. 
.\hujn. Chief Electoral Officers, Delhi was not examined as 
the electoral rolls were produced by P. W. 2 and the witne's 
was dischaiged. P.W. 4 Shri B, Pras,ii.l was examined with- 
out oath for production of the file. He is the Returning 
Officer and pioduccd the complete File No. SD/80/5 con- 
taining the documents relating to nomination papers, orders 
about the .scrutiny of nominalion papers, Part 51 of Ihe 
cleeloral roll in Hindi including errata duly authenticated by 
the Eelctoral Registi ation Officer elc. Mis. Anila Gupta who 
was the Elecloial Registration Officer as well as the Assis- 
tant Returning Officer in respect of South Delhi Parliamentary 
Constituency in the election held in January, 1980 was pro- 
duced by the petitioner as P.W. 5, She 5t,atcd broadly the 
proceduic for the preparation of the votcis lists, the per- 
formance of the duties by the enumerators in accordance 
with the instructions given to the enumerators as contained 
in E\, PW 5/1, the duties enlrusted to the supervisors, the 
picpaiation of the manuscripts of the draft electoral roll, 
the printing of the draft eUctoral roll, the display of the draft 
electoral roll and the inviting of the objections, the considera- 
tion of the objections and the finalisation of the electoral roll. 

■■ks is evident from the insti actions lO ennmernlOiS, Ex. PW- 
5/1, the Election Commission of India had issued orders 
for the conduct of mid-term poll, ft had also been directed 
lhat the electoral rolls of Ihc Union Territoiy of Delhi be 
leviscd intensively by door to door survey under "Electoral 
Card" system. The electoral loll so levised was to be 
utilised for the mid-term poll. Under the system of Elecloial 
Card the enumerator visits every house in the area assigned 
to him ; contacts each family residing therein ; prepares the 
electoral caul bv writina thereon all the existing names in 
the electoral roll supnlied to him, in respect of lhat parti- 
cular family, in duplicate, as the duplicate copy has to he 
supplied lo the house-holder or any other member available, 
rt is the common c.ase that electoral roll prepared for the 
year 1976 for the South Delhi Parliamentary constituency 
was the existing electoral roll (working copy) before the 
E-Icctonil Registr.ition Officer for the preparation and revision 
of the electoral roll for the mid-term poll for the South 
Dellii Piiiliamenl.ary constituency. The first page of the 
lcctot.il roll 111 Hindi Fx, PW'2/1 (20 shee(s) ,md m English. 
Fx. P\V-2 /2 (20 >hce(s'l contains llie narl'cnlars "Union Terri- 
totv of Delhi-electoral roll-1 976-South Delhi Parliamentary 
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cont,tituency-Pait-5i”. The clecloial card m the Eniimerdtor', 
book. Ex. tW~2li contamsj ihe purUciilws ot the voters ot 
Rothi No, 9, Fiieiids Colony. Jt contains the entries rcltit- 
ing to 1 / persons giving the name ot the elector, lather’s/ 
moihei's or hiisbanas n.inir, maie or temale and approvimate 
age on l-l-/y. Enliy at serial No. 3 reads "Charanjeet 
biugh — Mohan Singh-M-36” m the fom- columns. Entry at 
serial No. Id is “Matbar Singh — Gaur Smgh— M-69”. This 
entiy IS scored and a leniark is wiilten against it as "L". 
this IS in puisuance of the mdructions for writing the names 
ot the votcis on the caid. Ihe existing voters who have 
been fotiiin to have ictt that place or have died, had to be 
deleted Irom the eiectoial roll by indicatmg on the electoral 
caid With piopcr remarks against the relevant entry. Mrs. 
Anila Gupta had also staled that m the foim prepared by 
till eniimciaiors, the cnumciators would also indicated by 
putting the abbreviation ‘D as the pel son dead or abbrevia- 
iion X' a® the pcison left. The icquircment of the prepara- 
tion of eiectoial lolls is in three langiuigcs i,e. Hindi, English 
and Uidu vide para 8 of Ex. PW-j/i. The fair lists aic 
lequircd to be piepared in Hindi on the basis of informa- 
tion contained in the electoral cuids, The statement of Mrs. 
Anila CiLipta is that the enumerators brought the enumeration 
books to the oflice, that the Supervisors checked the enumc- 
lation books in Ihe office and thereafter a manuscript of the 
electoral rolls was prepartd, that the manuscript of the 
eiectoial rolls was then sent to the printing press and the 
prmled document was the diafl eiectoial rolls, that the 
draft electoral rolls were displayed at the notified places 
and the objections were invited, that alter the objections 
were leceived, the Electoral Registration Officer and the 
Assistant Rcgistiation Officer went into the merits of those 
object.ons and passed appiopriate orders and that the 
eiectoial rolls were then finalised. The counsel for the 
petitioner had required Mrs. Anila Gupta to produce the 
manuscript m Hindi os well as in English of the electoral 
rolls of South Delhi Parliamentaiy constituency. Mrs, Anila 
Gupta stated that she had requested the District Election 
Officer to hand over to her those manuscripls but she was 
informed in writing lhat the manuscripts in Hindi and 
English relating to South Delhi Puiliamentary constituency 
are not traceable and that the manuscripts of the electoral 
rolls aic not retained as a matter of practice because some- 
times they are lost from the printing press and sometimes 
they got mutilated. Theic is sufficient cxplanatton to the 
non-production of the manuscripts in Hindi as yyell as in 
English of the electoral roll of South Delhi Parliamentary 
constituency. The witness, however, admits that the manus- 
cripts were prepared both in Hindi as well as in English. 

The English veision of the ciccloial loll of South Delhi 
Fariiumenlary constituency — Part 51 is Ex. PW-2/2 (20 sheets!. 
It contains a certihcate signed bv Mrs. Anila Gupta, the 
Electoral Registration Officer on November 30, 1979 read- 
ing : — 

"Ceitificd that this part of Electoral Roll is upUi date. 
The Basie Roil, the supplemenls, Deletions, Corri- 
genda and the Errata have been piepaicd in accor- 
dance With the Registration of Electors Rules, 1960. 
It contains cntiies tiom S. No. 1 to 2335." 

The name oi the respondent appeals at serial no. 74 with 
the spelimg m the name as "Charunject Singh". Ex. PW- 
2/2 aiso contains additions, corrigenda, deletion list and the 
errata. A corrigenda piepared under the Registration of 
Electors Rules, 1960 gives the revised entry at sctial No. 
74 in the name of elector as "Chaianjil Singh". A certified 
copy of the extract from the electoral loll, Pait 51 of the 
South Delhi Parliamentary constituency in English vei-sion 
IS Ex. R-1. It IS an extract from serial No. 74. It contains 
the corrigenda also showing the revised entry as "Charanjit 
Singh”, The respondent also obtained an extract fiom 
eiectoial roll for the purpose of ffiing it before the Return- 
ing Officer. The certificate of Shri Charanjit Singh being an 
elector was presented before the Returning Officer on Decem- 
ber 1 1, 1979, The certified tiuc copy of the extract fiom 
the electoral roll was issued by the Superintendent, Office of 
the Chief Electoral Officer, Delhi on November 30, 1979. 
It is Ex. PW-5/2. This shows that the respondent was an 
electoral at seiial No. 74 of Part 51 of the South Delhi Parlia- 
mentary constituency on the material date. An objection 
was raised at the time of sci utiny of the nomination papers 
before the Returning Officer. A Hindi version of the elec- 
toral roll duly authenticated by the Electoral Registration 
Officer for South Delhi Parliamentary constituency was filed 
before the Returning Officer. The file was produced on (he 


request of the petitioner by Shri B. Prasad, Returning Officer, 
rue counsel for the respondent tendered into lhat file and 
stated that the lilc maybe read into evidence, The 
authenticated “^opy of the electoral rolls contains a certificate 
nr Hindi signed uy Mas, A Gupta on November 30, 19 ty 
in the same words as the certificate in En^ish. The last page 
ot the Electoral roll containing the errata in the delation 
list states lhat tlic word “ ^ ” occuring between serial No. 70 
and Nand Lai and serial No. 81 is to be heated as 
It bears tlic initials of the Electoral Registration Officer. The 
errata means that in the deletion list, the word ‘‘to’’ between 
serial No. 70 and 81 is to be treated as ‘'cancelled.” Identical 
13 the position in the copy of the electoral loll, Bx. PW-2/1 
(20 sheets) produced by P.W, 2 at the instance of the peti- 
tioner. P,W. 2 had brought the original electoral roll per- 
taining tu the Soiiih Delhi Parliamentary constituency includ- 
ing Part 51 together with all adidtions, deletions, corrections 
m the electoral roll for election held in January, 1980 as 
maintained by the Chief Electoral Office. In the cross- 
examination of Mrs, Anila Gupta, it was brought out that 
the errata marked Ex. PW-J/3 m the voters list. Ex. PW-2/1 
(20 sheets) was there when she authenticated tho voters hst 
on November 30, 1979. She was also asked to see the 
enumeiation book relating to Kothi No. 9, Friends Colony 
produced by P.W. 2 and she again stated that the enumera- 
tion book was the basic document and it would show whether 
the icspondent was an elector in the South Delhi Parlia- 
mentary constituency. Counsel for the respondent hesitated 
to ask any further question. Counsel for the petilioner m 
re-examination got the matter clinched that the witness had 
checked the enumeration book, Ex. PW-2/3 at the time of 
secrutiny of the nommation papers and before that when certi- 
litnle of being an elector was issued to Shri Charanjit Singh. 
From this evidence, the inference is irrcsi»tible that the 
ciratu was issued before November 30, 1979 when Ihe Hindi 
version of the voters list wus authenticated by the Electoral 
Rcgistiation Officer, 

The aigument of Mr. R P, flansal, tho learned counsel for 
the petitioner is that the electoral roll for each constituency 
had to be prepared in such form and in such languages as 
the Election Commission may direct. He urges that the 
Election Commission had directed the preparation of the 
electoral loll in Hindi and that the printed electoral roll in 
English IS only a translation. Reference was made to the 
instiuclioiis contained in Ex. PW-S/l calling upon the 
enumeratoi s to do Ihc fair woik in Hindi, to prepare electoral 
caid in Hindi veiy legibly and them to prepare the fair lists 
in Hindi on the basis of information contained in the electoral 
loll It is so slated but that is not amounting lo a direction 
issued by the Flection Commission for the preparation of the 
electoral roll for each constituency in such language or 
languages as lequiied by Rule 4 of the Registration of 
Flectors Rules, I960. The preparlion of electoral rolls has 
been directed in three languages, namely, ilindi, English 
and Urdu us is clear from Ex. PW-5/1. Mrs. Anila Gupta 
deposes lhat the eiectoial rolls were prepared in Hindi as 
well as in Fnglish. She is, however, unable to recall if 
Urdu version of any part of electoral roll was prepared for 
South Delhi Parliamentary constituency. Article 345 of the 
Constituency nroviUes that subject to the nrovisions of Arti- 
cles 346 and 347, the LegishitiiTe of .1 State may by law 
adopt any one or more of the languages in use in tho State 
or Hindi as the language or languages to bo used for all or 
any of the official puijioses of that State, That proviso 
piovides that until the Legislature of the Stale otherwise 
piovidcs by law, the English language shall continue to be 
used for those official purposes within the State for which 
Jt w.-is being used immcdiatclv before the commencement 
of this Const itution. English has, therefore, been deriected 
to be used For all official purposes, In “M/s. J K. Jute 
Mills Co Ltd. V. State of Uttar Pradesh and another", 
AIR 1961 SC. 1534, the UP State Sales Tax (Validation) 
Act, 1958 was published both in Hindi and in J^glish and 
the question arose as to which is the authorised version. 
On a consideration of the provisions of Article 345. their 
lordships held that the Validation Act was published both 
ill Hindi and in English and both of them were authorised 
versions, A Full Bench of the Allahabad High Court in 
‘Taswant Sugar Milk Ltd . Meerut v. The Presiding Officer, 
Industrial Tribunal (JII) U.P. Allahabad and others” AIR. 
1963 All 240 noted that both the Hindi version as also 
the Fne'ish translaiion were published in the State Gazette 
and held that it is, therefore, obvious that Hindi version as 
ako Its Lnglish translation are authoritative The Full Bench 
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of the AlUhabad High Court went to the extent of saying 
that tnglish version is to be treated as authoritative _ in 
case of conflict between the two versions. The preparation 
of the electoral roll in Fnglish was under the direc- 
tions of the Flection Commission under Rule 4 of the 
Registration of Electoral Rules, 1960. The English version 
of the electoral roll is also anuthoritativc. The respondent is 
shown as an elector in the English version of the electoral 
roll. 

Counsel for the petitioner gave an opportunity to Mis. 
Anila Gupta to explain if there is a conflict between the elec- 
toral roll in Hindi w-ith that of electoral roll in English. She 
stated that Ihe conflict is resolved by a reference to the 
enumeration book, which is the basic document. In the 
enumeration book, the name of the respondent appears as a 
voter and has not been elected in tlte manner required. 

Counsel for the petitioner wants to make a capital out of 
the admission made by Mrs. Anila Gupta that the errata in 
the voters list in Hindi relating to the name of Charanjit 
Singh (Respondent) was not issued under her signatures. 
She gives the explanation that it was a merely clerical or 
printing error in the Hindi version of the voters list. It is 
no doubt true th.ii the corrections of entries in the electoral 
roll of the constiluency is in the manner provided in Section 
22 of the R. P. Act, 1950 and Section 23 provides for the 
inclusion of the names in electoral rolls. A person whose 
name is not included in an electoral roll of a conslilucncy, 
can apply to the Electoral Registration Officer for the in- 
clusion of his name in that roll. The Electoral Registration 
Ollicer is enjoined, it satisfied that the applicant is entitled 
to be registered in ihc electoral roll, to diiect his name to 
be included therein. These provisions arc, however, not 
applicable to the, facts of this case as the lespondenfs name 
was included in the elecloial loll at all stages. Wlien a 
deletion list was being issued, it was erroneously stated that 
voters bearing serial No. 70 to SI are deleted. The enu- 
meration book had not shown that the persons from serial 
No, 71 to so have left or dead. It is only Matbar Singh, 
Gaur Singh — Male 69 who had left. There was thus error 
in the printing of the deletion list when the word “ _ ^ ’ 

was inserted between the two deletion entries. This was 
corrected though without the specific orders of the Electoral 
Registralion Officer. It was a mere printing error for which 
an arrata was issued, The printing error is established as 
in the Enghh version of the electoral roll, the entries of 

deletion arc at serial No. 70 and thereafter 81, 

No amendment, transposition or deletion of any entry can 
be made under Section 22 and no direction for the inclusion 
of a name in the clectoial roll of a constituency can be 
given under Section 23, after the last dale for making nomi- 
nations for an elecfloii in that constituency or in the Parlia- 
mentary constituency within which that constituency i.s com- 
prised and before the complelion of that election. This is so 
provided in Section 23(3) of the R.P. Act, 1950. The res- 
pondent obtained the extract from the electoral roll. Ex. 
PW-5/2 on November 30, 1979. It .showed the respondent 
as an eJeclor in the cOnsitucncy. If the name of the res- 
pondent had been deleted fiom the Hindi version of the 
electoral roll of the constituencyT then the certified copy of 
the extract fiom the electoral mil would normally not have 
been issued to the respondent. If in fact the name of the 
respondent stood deleted and theie was no errata issued in 
the Hindi version of the electoral roll, then there was ample 
lime for the respondent to hav^ his name included as the 
last date of nomination was December 10, 1979. Three per- 
sons had separately pioposed and lilcd the nomination papers 
under Rule 4 of ilie Conduct of Ejection Rules, 1961. The 
respondent assented to those nominations and gave his 
assent on December 5, 1979. It is thus clear that the res- 
pondent wns keen to contest ihc election and he could not 
do so unless he was an elector of any Pat liaincntaiy con- 
stituency, If the name of the respondent stood deleted from 
the Hintf! vcision of the electoral roll, there w.is nu impedi- 
ment or obstruction in the way of the respondent in having 
his name included befoie December 10, 1979. 

The icsult of the above discussion is that the petitioner 
has not been able to establish that the name of the res- 
pondent was deleted from the list of electors ns ccnlaincd in 
Part 51 of the electoral roll of South Delhi Parliamcntaiy 
constitucii'Cy in force for the time being. The enumeration 
Ixiuk, Ex. PW-2/3, shows no such deletion. The enumet.i 
tion book is the basic document. Mrs. Anila Gupta, Ele^ 
rural Regislr.dion Ofllccr's statement clinches the issue when 


she states that she cheeked the enumeration book, Ex, PW- 
2/3 at the tunc of sciutiny of the n'ominntion papeis and 
before that when ccitilicate of being an elector was issued 
to Shri Charanjit Singh. In the Hindi vcision of the elec- 
toral roll, copy Ex. PW-2/1 (20 sheets), the deletion list 
does contain the deletion of the names from serial No. 70 
to 81, but at the same time it cothains the eriata that the 
word " occuriing between serial No. 70 Nand 1 al and 

serial No. 81 is to be treated as “ ” i.e. the woid "to 

between serial No. 70 and 81 is to be treated as cancelled. 
This enata was there on November 30, 1979 when the 
electoral roll was aulhenticaled by the Electoial Registration 
Officer and duly published, Thcic is no rule that the punL- 
iog ciror in the electoral roll could be corrected onlv undei 
the ordeis of the 1 Iccloral Registration Officer. The name 
of ihc respondent is entered at serial No. 74 in the Hindi 
version of the electoral roll of Part 51 of the South Delhi 
Pailiumentaiy constituency authenticated on Novcmbei 30. 
1979 and which electoral roll was in force at all material 
times. The name of I'hc respondent is entered ns serial 
No. 74 in the English version of the electoral roll. Copv 
Ex. PW-2/2 (20 sheds) ol Part 51 of the South Delhi 
Parliamentary constituency for the time being in force, The 
diiection of the Election Commission for the prepaiation of 
the electoral roll foi the South Delhi Parliamentary cons- 
tituer.icy included its preparation m English language. The 
English version of the electoral roll wns thus an authorised 
vcr-sion. I hold That the respondent was an elector for the 
South Delhi Parliamentary constituency and was thus quali- 
fied to be chosen to All the seat under the Representatior.' 
of the People .Act, 1951. Issue No. 3 is held against the 
petitioner and in favour of the respondent. Issue No. 5 is 
also held against the petitioner and in favour of the res- 
ponder, 4. 

Issue Nos. 4 and 6 

in view of my finding that the lespondent was qualified 
to be chosen to fill the seat under the Representation of the 
People Acl, 1951 as he was an elector at serial No. 74 m 
Part 51 of the electoral roll for the South Delhi Parlia- 
mentary cou’.ititucncy, issues Nos, 4 and 6 do not SLlixive 
for any further discussion. The election of the respondent 
is not liable to be declared as void. 

Issue No. 9 

The election petition fails and is dismissed with cusls. 
Counsel’s fee Rs, 1,000.
